But 
when a perfectly able bodied family which main¬ 
tains a pleasure automobile makes a vii tuous show 
in giving the same amount as a laltoring man with 
sickness in his family, the contrast is striking. 

Where the Money Comes Easiest 

Another striking fact about ca.ses of giving till 
the pinch is not only real but apimrent, is that no 
effort is required on the part of solicitors. That 
is the universal testimony. 

The most striking cases of .self .sacrifice have 
Ijeen purely voluntary. All the givers needed was 
the opixirtimity. The most aigument and the most 
talk about sacrifice has come from i)eople whose 
ideas of hardship consist of cut¬ 
ting down their ga.soline supply 
or in not having so many extra 
clothes. 

Inspiring K.vain pies 
Many touching incidents have 
come to light. Members of the 
vaiious teams reiioit some illu¬ 
minating lessons on human na¬ 
ture. Big, generous donations 
have been found in most unex¬ 
pected places. Sympathetic 
hearts have made responses cal¬ 
culated to bring tears to the (jyes 
of the most indifferent. 

Sevei'al gifts of ijilOb dollars 
have been recorded. Hut the 
biggest hundred of all, the tiona- 
tiou whicli stands out, perhaps, 
in the estimation of all the work¬ 
ers as the most magnificent, is 
one hundred dollars cash from 
Miss Geoi'giana Coff, the elderly 
housekeepei' of Miss Alice 'I'ufts. 

Here is one of the gifts which 
took no persuasion. She sim¬ 
ply was convinced of the neces¬ 
sity for taking care of “»*ur 
boys”—meaning several neph¬ 
ews and cousihs ol Miss Tufts, 
and others like them. V'arious 
people estimated that if all Si¬ 
erra Madie people would give 
proijortionately according to 
their means the total would
